Washington, Feb. 26—President 


Roosevelt this afternoon transmitted 
to the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives a prliminary report 
from 


the 
Inland Waterways Commission, 


which was appointed by him last 
March, and it is now being read in 
both f Houses o Cngress.

To the Senate and House of Repre- 


eenatlves: 


I transmit herewith a Preliminary 


Report from the Inland Waterways 
Commission, which was appointed by 
me last March in response to a wide- 
spread interest and demand from the 
people. The basis of this demand lay 
In the general and admitted inability 
of the railroads to handle promptly 
the traffic of the countrv. and espe- 
cially the crops of the previous Fall. 


This report is well worth your at- 


.Jtentioju :_It is thorough, conservative,. 
.sane, and just. It represents the ma- 
ture judgment of a body of men ex- 
ceptionally qualified, by personal ex- 
perience and knowledge of conditions 
•throughout the 
United Stares, 
to 


understand and discuss the great 
^problem of how Tjest to use our water- 
frays in the Interest of all the people. 
^Unusual care has been taken to secure 
accuracy and balance of statement. 
llf the report errs at all it is by over- 
conservatism. It contains findings or 
statements of fact, a number of speci- 
tfic recommendations, and an account 
*of Inquiries still in progress, and it is 
tftmsed to part on statistics and other 
iStatormation contained in a voluminous 
bnpppudix. The subject with which it 
Seals is of critical Importance both to 
the present and the future of our 
country. 


Rivera Poorly Developed. 


Our river systems are better adapted 


to fhe needs of the people than those 
of any other country. In extent, distri- 
bution, navigability, and ease of use, 
they stand first Yet the rivers of nc 
•otter civilized country are so poorly 
developed, so little used, or play so 
*mall a part in the industrial life of 
•the nation ns those of the United 
^States. To. view of the use made of 
livers elsewhere, the failure to use our 
own is astonishing, and no thoughtful 
man can believe that it T\ill last. The 
accompanying report indicates clearly 
•tthe reasons for it and the way to 
tend it 


The Commission finds that it was

These bills are iutended 
to enabie tbe corporations to take pos- 
session in perpetuity of national fore-st 
lands for t'je puiposes of their lni=-i- 
n"s.s whore and as they please, wholly 
\virhout compensation to the public. 
Yet the e:Tect of granting such privi- 
leges. tukeu together with rights al- 
ready acquired under States laws. 
would be to give away properties of 
enormous -.alue. Th sough lack of fore- 
right we have formed the habit of 
granting without compensation ex- 
tremely valuible rights amounting to 
monopolies on navigable streams and 
on the public domain. Tbe repurchase 
at great expense of water rights thus 
carelessly given away without return 
lias already hpgnn in the East and be- 
fore long will be necessary in the West 
also. Xo rights involving water power 
should be granted to any corporations 
in perpetuity, but only for a length of 
time sufficient to allow them to con-

business profitably.

reasonable charge should of course be 
made for valuable rights and privileges 
which they obtain from the National 
Government 
The values for which 


this charge is made will ultimately, 
through

A fair share of the increase 
should be safeguarded for the benefit 
of tbe people, from whose labor it 
springs.
